A g reat demonstration 
began last 
mid night thru the Ruhr Valley to ex ­ 
press the happiness of its inhabitants 
a t the departure of 
the French 
and 
Belg ain troops who occupied this sec­ 
tion in J anuary , 19 23, to force Ger­ 
many to m eet her reparations oblig a­ 
tions.

12 o’clock 
Tuesday 
night, the 
hour officially fix ed for the announce­ 
ment, the “ Ruhr is free,” every church 
bell in the Ruhr began to chime. Fac­ 
tory whistles blew, sirens screeched 
and the 
street crowds 
in the Ruhr 
towns sang ag ain and again “ Deutsch­ 
land Uber A lies.” 
German Police Return. 
The ex cited popular demonstration 
Continued until a late hour in most of 
the cities. 
The German police 
who 
were ex pelled from Bochum at the be­ 
g inning of the occupation, now are re- 
- turning. 
Belg ian troops « Tuesday completed 
their evacuation 
of this 
town, near 
Dortmund in the Ruhr. 
The Belgian 
m ilitary 
forces 
oc­ 
cupy ing Dusberg, Germany , have re­ 
turned 
to the municipal 
authorities 
the building they had taken. 
All the 
Belg ain artillery and part of the in­ 
fantry quartered there have departed. 
Altho no official notice has y et been 
g iven for the evacuation of the sanc­ 
tions areas of Duisburg and Ruhret 
it is believed the allied troops occupy ­ 
ing them will Lave soon. 
Düsseldorf, Duisburg and Ruhrort 
are called “ sanctions 
cities” because 
their evacuation was made conditional

X o the general evacuation of all of the 
Ruhr. 
The French general in command at 
Essen, Germany , Tuesday advised the 
authorities that 
the m unicipality of 
Essen would be com pletely evacuated 
by midnight, J uly 31. 
The city coun­ 
cil has decided to 
refrain 
from 
all 
celebration of the withdrawal until the 
entire area of occupation, including 
the sanction cities, are freed from for­ 
eig n rule. 
Chambers of commerce of the lead­ 
ing Ruhr cities Essien, Bochum, Dort­ 
mund, Duisburg, W esel and Munster 
have addressed an eleventh hour ap­ 
peal to the German governm ent to re­ 
lieve the intolerable situation of the 
Ruhr industries, particularly mining. 
From J anuary to J uly of this y ear 
30,000 miners were dism issed and ad­ 
ditional thousands m ust be drawn out 
of employ ment unless the sale of coal 
is promoted. 
The chamber of 
commerce say the 
mine operators already haveV each ed . 
the lim it of concessions in price de- « 
flation and in the reduction of their 
staffs and that it is up to the g overn­ 
ment to furnish relief. 
The evacuation of the French forces 
proceeded Tuesday at Berne, 
W est­ 
phalia, without a hitch, thanks to the 
circumspection and 
organization 
of 
the occupation authorities. 


A number of processions, which the 
city council interdicted because of the

To facilitate the movement of live 
stock in interstate commerce and at 
the same time prevent the spread of 
diseases and various animal pests, the 
United States maintains an effective 
sy stem of inspection. The results of 
this public service are described b.v 
Dr. John It. Mohler, chief of the bu­ 
reau of animal industry , United States 
Department of Agriculture, in ids re­ 
port for the last fiscal y ear. Follow­ 
ing are some of the outstanding fea­ 
tures of the work, of particular inter­ 
est to the public: 
Cattle Inspected. 
Cattle numbering 21,258,303 were in 
speeded at market centers and 
21,089 
of them were dipped in suitable solu­ 
tions in order that they might continue 
; in interstate commerce. 
I 
Bureau inspectors tested 4-1,419 cat- 
| tie for tuberculosis at public stock* 
| y ards where they had been received 
j for interstate movement. The bureau 
also recognized the testing by author­ 
ized veterinary practitioners of 235.- 
9 70 cattle for the same purpose.

movement of more than 300,000 head 
of stock.
